of  butter  at  the  highest  level  in  more  than  a  year,  government  purchases  will  be 

resum.ed  April  1# 

Eor  the  past  six  months,  government  v/ar -requirements  for  butter  have  been 
met  from  stockpiles  built  up  during  months  of  he^vy'praduction  last  spring  and 
summer,  permitting  the  entire  production  since ''September'  to ^.^Hj;e  into  civilian 
consumption  channels.  ^{j' 

Maben  said  manufacturers  will  be  required  to  >qt  aside  10  per'^cent  of  their 
April  butter  production,  but  that  seasonal  increases  in  production  are  expected  to 
maintain  civilian  supplies  at  about  the  March  level.    In  February,  March  and  April

GLYCEHIIIE  USE  RESTRICTIONS  RELAX5D  -  Emphasizing  that  the  action  should  not  be 
interpreted  to  discourage  the  continued  collection  of  kitchen  grease,  the  I/EA  has

Simultaneously,  the  WEA  prohibited,  effective  March  27»  the  use  of  cottonseec- 
peanut,  soybean  and  corn  oils  in  the  manufacture  of  products  for  thinning  or  re-r 
ducing  paints,  varnishes,  lacquers  and  other  protective  coatings*
